We were unable to find any description of the Order of 
the Crown of Charlemagne. Lehad. a. letter, with mestronmagos- 
E. E. Hume (Assistant Secretary General), who had written me 
that he had a Diploma of the Order but he did not have the 
decoration. After my visit I wrote Col. Hume in an endeavor 
to secure aydescription of the Order; perhaps, fromthe iiplom 
or Certificate. Under ‘date of December 2, 1957, he has writien 
as follows: 


"The Order of the Crown of Charlemagne is 

not granted by any government but is an 
independent body with headquarters in 

Paris. think 1tvhas some sort of claim 
that) it derivesrits right to. exist fromian 
old charter dating back to the middle ages." 


In my list the Order of the Crown of Charlemagne appears 
under Poland, but that is evidently a typographical error. 


Should the above quotation from Col. Hume's letter give 
you any clue as to the decoration, I should greatly appreciate 
hearing from you.
